GETS THREATS BY MAIL 


Commission Is Still Lacking, 
but He Is Told ‘Do Your 
Duty or Resign.”

Although Col. John A. Laird had not 
received his commission as a member of 
the St. Louis Police Board Friday morn- 
ing, he was having all the troubles in- 
cident to the new job he is about to 
take. Letters poured in upon him from 
every quarter offering advice, command- 
in ghim to do his duty or resign, while 
his telephone was kept busy by friends 
who wanted to get their friends on the 
force. 

“I have been reading in the newspa- 

pers that Gov. Hadley was going to 
send me the papers in the Hallen case,’’ 
said Col. Laird, ‘‘and that I had instruc- 
tions, according to rumor, to fire ever 
so many police officials. 
“Now, as a matter of fact, I have 
about the Hallen case, have not talked 
with anybody about changes in the Po- 
lice Department, and do nat even know 
some of the police officials who have 
been slated for retirement, according to 
reports.”’ 

Friends Want Jobs for Friends, 
“Here 1 am being told what to do be- 
fore I get in,’’ said the Colonel. ‘Gov. 
Hadley has not sent me any commis- 
sion, and I cannot serve until I get it.” 
Just then the telephone bell rang. 

ebocy wanted to get « few jobs on 
the force for his friends. He would 
be very much obliged if Mr. Laird would 
put them on. 

“Well,. you see it’s this way,” said 
Col. Laird, ‘I am not in a position to 
do anything for you now, for I have not 
received my commission and hdve no 
euthority to make any appointments.” 
Col. Laird went to his office early Fri- 


day: “There was a big stack of letters 


on his desk. Col. Laird ran through 
them to see whether Gov. Hadley had 
sent one containing. his commission as 
a member of the Board. There was no 
such _ letter. 

fhen the Colonel reachedfor his 
trusty letter openér and got to work. 
First he opened a letter from John H. 
Gundlach. president of the City Coun- 
cil, 

Gundlach Wants Streets Clean. 
Mr. Gundlach requested Col. Laird to 
see that the police do their duty in re- 
quiring contractors and builders to 
Keep thé streets free from debris and 
straw. It is thought that Mayor Kreis- 
minn’s order to the foreman of the La 
Salle Building to move a load of the 
city’s brick from the street inspired Mr. 
Gundlach’s letter. 

Next Col. Laird opened a letter writ- 
ten in a big, bold hand, making a vi- 
cious attack on Chief of Detectives 
Smith. The letter was couched in such 
language that it made Col. Laird’s pom- 
padour stand up straighter than it has 
for some time. 

The letter endéd with this peremptory 
command: “Do your duty or resign.”’

Knox from 
President Taft's Cabinet, was arrested 
today on. charges of improper conduct 
toward Bella Remy, 16 years old, daugh- 
ter of Augustus Remy, a member of 
the School Board. 

Caldwell wag found in his law. office, 
after a posse with bloodhounds had 
searched for him all night. Beyond say- 
ing he supposed his pursuers had an 
exciting time, he refused to discuss tite 
case, 

Father Fires at Teacher. 

The search for Caldwell began last 
night, after Befa Remy’s father had, 
seen her with him and had fired eight 
shots at him. Mr. Remy learned that the 
two had been meeting clandestinely, and 
that they had written love notes to each 
other, Bella’s 14-year-old sister had 
acted as a go-between, carrying the 
notes, 

Two affidavits were filed in a justice 
court this. morning against Caldwell by 
Mr. Remy. They allege that Mr. Remy 
fears personal violence to himself from 
Caldwell and also that he fears Cald- 
well will abduct his daughters, Bella 
and Helen. 

The defendant pleaded not guilty to 
the charges.

Letters Written in Code. 

Most of the letters that passed be- 
tween the, couple contained expressions 
of endearment and plans for elope- 
ment. In some of the letters she wrote 
the girl signed -herself, ‘“‘your wife.”’ 

In a letter that Caldwell wrote her, 
he told Bella he would marry her as 
soon as she graduated. He also told 
her that he was nor legally married to 
his present wife, but that it was a 


‘sham marriage,

vy a code which has been explained by 
the girl, and is now in the hands of 
the Sheriff. 

“Angel child’’ and ‘‘darling’’ were the 
principal terms of endearment used in 
the correspondence, and two charac- 
ters in the code stood for the former 
and one for the latter.

Drina De Wolfe, native of St. Louis, 
and granddaughter of the Waters-Pierce 
Oll Co.’s founder, has become the rage 
and the mystery of the gay and luxur- 
ious city of Seville, Spain. Returning 
travelers have brought to this country 
the story of the conquests of “‘La Bella 
Americana,” as she is admiringly called 
in the ancient-modern — of An- 
dalusia.

Bears Divorced Husband's Name. 

Drina de Wolfe, who still bears the 
name of her divorced husband, Charteris 
de Wolfe, was the daughter of ‘Frank 
Waters of St. Louis. Her grandfather, 
William E. Waters, was founder of the 
great ofl company which bears his name 
and that of H, Clay Pierce, its present 
head. He was also one of the founders 
of the firm of Waters, Simmons & Co., 
now the Simmons Hardware Co. 

Spending most of her life in the East, 
Drina went on the stage in 1900. From 
the chorus in Mrs. Osborn's New York 
playhouse, she rose to leading parts. 
She was last seen in St. Louis three 
years ago, when she was leading woman 
in “The Bishop’’ a* the Garrick Theater. 

Known from her beauty as “The An- 
ge. of the Footlights,’’ and divorced be- 
fore her eighteenth birthday from her 
actor-husband, she was admired and 
feted by New York clubmen. In 1903 her 
engagement to “Freddie” Gebhard, 
known through.his association with Mrs. 
Lily Langtry, was reported. Both de- 
nied the report, and the expected mar- 
riage never took place. 

An Ambitious Actress, 

When she last played in St. Louis, 
Miss de Wolfe talked of an ambition 
to play emotional roles, and chided 
critics who had dwelt on her beauty to 
the exclusion of what she professed to 
take more pride in—her accomplish- 
ments as an actress. 

“T am ‘ambitious to play ‘Camille’ and 
‘La Tosca,’’’ Miss de Wolfe gravely 
declared at that time... . 

But soon afterward, with sie mother, 
Mrs. Waters; her son, a boy in knicker- 
bockers, and’ her younger brother, she 
went abroad. In “Golden Seville’ she 
found the ideal city of her dreams, and 
for three years past she has made her 
home there. 

In the most modish of Paris gowns, 
the young American woman has fas- 
cinated the gay throngs which drive and 
promenade in the shadow of the Giralda, 
Svville’s world-famous tower, and which 
weekly fiil the cireles of the buliring.

Alps, which he had chartered, and 
loaded with a supply of groceries, be- 
ing also at the time the president of a. 
large wholesale grocery establishment 
here. The Alps was wrecked off the 
Honduras coast but Adler and others on 
board managed to reach shore. 

After remaining in Honduras for some 
months, Adler returned - voluntarily to 
New Orleans to face trial.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14.—The 
conference committees of the House and 
Senate appointed to consider the home- 
rue excise. bill for St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City adjourned at 1 p. m. without 
having reached an agreement. 

The Democrats considered the proposi- 
tion to give the Governor power of re- 
moval of the commissioners, but de- 
manded that the proposed law should go 
into effect at once, instead of in 1910, 
the time fixed by.the bill. The Republic- 
ans refused to make this concession and 
the committee decided to report back 
the result of their deliberations to the 
House and Senate. 

Gov. Hadley wants the Republican 


that the home rule law, if adopted, shall 
not go into effect until 1910, The Gov- 
ernor says it is important that ample 
time should be allowed to prepare for 
the home rule innovation. 

Sees Police Bill Agreement. 

Joseph Shannon, Democratic leader of 
Kansas City, predicted at noon that the 
House and Senate Conference Commit- 
tee would agree on the St. Louis and 
Kansas City home rule police bill also, 
Senators McDavid and Mayer, Demo- 
crats, are holding out for an amend- 
ment to deprive the Governor of the 
power of removal. Shannon is urging 
concessions on this point, maintaining 
that the Democrats have everything to 
gain and nothing to tose by the passage 
of a home rule law. 

“‘Kansas City,’’ said Shannon, “has a 
Democratic Mayor, and the present Re- 
publican Board of Election Commission- 
ers will be succeeded by Democrats un- 
der a home rule law. 

“Let the Governor have the right to 
remove for cause. The Democratic 
Mayor has the appointive power and 
he could select new commissioners as 
often as the Governor ordered remov- 
als. There is no way under the home 
rule law by which the Governor could 
obtain control of the Police Board in 
St. Louis or Kansas City.’’

Millions for Orphan Boy. 

Her first husband stipulated in his will 
that the principal should go to “any 
male issue of a Hammersley.’”’ This for- 
tunate “male issue’’ is a 15-year-old 
orphan boy, Louis Gordon Hammersley, 
son of the late James Hooker Hammers- 
ley, a second cousin of Louis C. Ham- 
mersiey. He was not born until nine 
years after Louls C. Hammersley died, 
and for a long time it looked as if there 
would be no male issue to inherit the 
Hammersley millions. 

Soon after the boy was born his moth- 
er died and a few years later his father 
died. The boys has been reared by Mrs. 
Sarah Lowrie, who as nurse and com- 
panion cared for him in his babyhood.

The undercurrent of suggestion was that about 
60 per ‘cent of the new arrivals in tue State are 
Republicans. This inflyx mey have changed 
the State from Democratic to Republican or it 
may not. But if the political transformation was 
begun by immigrants it has been finished by the 
Senate majority. It would be difficult to con- 

ceive any scheme more ingeniously devised to 
stents the State than to deny its opportunities 
to newcomers. “No strangers wanted, * says the 
Senate. “Better our fields lie fallow, oy mines 
go unworked, and our resources remain unde- 
veloped. We want no transplanted stocks either 
from Europe or our neighboring states.” 

This is the refinement of reactiorary resolve. 
It denotes a reversal of established American 
policy. Adherence to it from the beginning 
would have left the flowering Northwest a place 
of Sahara exclusion, and the West would have 
been continued as a mountain range between 
two great prairies. The Senate majority may 
find indorsement of its self-content in Herbert 
Spencer’s refusal to accept that politico-econom- 
ic tueory which takcs account of quantity- and 


not of quality, but in the struggle for suprem- 


acy that State is backward which denies itself 
the benefits that come from numerical effort. 

And think of a political party so doubtful of 
the soundness of its own principles that it is 
unwilling to submit them for approval or re- 
jection to the candid judgment of anyone. The 
Democratic senators’ obvious purpose is to “get 
shet” of Republicans. The normal effect will 
be for Missouri to “get shet’” of Democrats. 
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Senator Rot sriffed at the glass schedule 
and Senator Aldrich retired to rewrite it. 
Meantime 88,000,000 consumers are wondering 
how they can make Root sniff a few more.

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A FARMERS’ TRUST. 

The National Farmers’ Union, now meeting in 
convention in Springfield, this State, according 
to its president, O. S. Barrett, is determined to 
accomplish two objects, viz.: The abolition of 
grain corners by speculators and the creation 
of grain corners by grain growers. 

President Barrett says it is the intention of 
the union to force the highest possible prices 
of grain while it is in the possession of the 
producers. This, of corse, can be accom- 
plished only by systematic, harmonious action, 
and this can be brought abo.: only by agree- 
ment, expressed or implied. : 

The highest possible price for grain means 
high prices for bread, the results of which are 
as painful when caused by farmers as when 
forced by speculators. When production is lim- 
ited for the purpose of raising prices, the move- 
ment becomes a menace involving v-idespread 
calamity and distress. 

Farmers should reap fair profits from their 
products, vut there is anger in any. organiza- 
tion contemplating the forcihg up of prices. A 
conspiracy to fix the prices of foodstuffs is a 
little worse = its effects than any other.

Conservation of Forests. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Next to utilizing the inland waterways to their full- 
est extent as a means of transportation, the diminu- 
tion in the waste of timber used in the manufacture 
of box material and cooperage for the transporta- 
tion of merchandise and commodities such as flour 
and sugar and other staples, is of vital importance. 
It seems remarkable in this age of advancement that 
some means have not been devised for the carrying 
of the various kinds of freight from point of origin 
to destination in bulk, thus doing away with the 


enormous cost of boxes and cooperage in which to}. 


transport freight, which after the goods have been 
used or unpacked go to absolute waste. The present 
method of using packages for the transportation of 
foodstuff entails an enormous burden upon the con- 
sumer, as he is compelled to pay for same in the 
price of the commodity and then unconsciously wit- 
ness the destruction of these vehicles of transporta- 
tion.

ple. We are against boss rule aud cor- 
poration control of politics, and we be- 
eve in one law for the rich and poor 
alike. 

These are all fundamenta! principles 
cf Democracy, and whenever the Dem.- 
cratic party departs from them to that 
extent it ceases to be Democratic. There 
never Was a more fallacious theory ad- 
vanced than Mr. Bryan’s notion that 
Mr. Roosevelt in many respects was a 
Democrat. Mr. Roosevelt was the very 
antithesis of a Denwcrat. His ideals 
of Government were these of-a Prussian 
bureaucracy with himself at the head.

Which is more unsafe: to 
tell the children .the truth, or to tell 
them fables in the name of religion, 
fables which they are sure to find 
out as they are to grow? 
The Rey. Dr. Merle H. Anderson, 

newly installed pastor of the King’s 

Highway Presbyterian Church, said, 

when asked to give his views: ⸗ 
“Criticism Unwarranted. 

“I wouldn’t be willing to subseribe 
to those statements by any means. I 
would say that the charge, if made with 
regard to the lesson helps that are put 
out by the Presbyterian Board, is with- 
out foundation. 

“These helps contain the results of the 
Very best and latest scholarship. Thgy 
convey no misrepresentation either in 
history or geography or anything else. 

“As to the dimensions of teniples and 
tabernacles mentioned by Dr. McCon- 
nell, that is a matter which the best 
scholars can only approximate. The 
best scholars differ as to the interpreta- 
tion of the ancient terms in modern di- 
mensions. I think that criticism is un- 
warranted, 

“The International Sunday Schoo) As- 
sociation determines the passages of 
Scripture to be studied. Each denomi- 
nation prepares its own lesson papers. 
Speaking for the Presbyterian Board of 
Publication, I know that the scholar- 
ship represented om its editorial staff is 
the best and most reliable in the relig- 
lous world, and any man who speaks 
against the integrity or erudation of 
those men is speaking about something 
on which hegis misinformed.” 

The Rev, Josephus Stephan, pastor 
of the Shaw Avenue Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, says he thinks Dr. 
McConnell*tis mistaken. 

“Our Sunday school lessons,”’ he said, 
“give the exposition of the Bible pass- 
ages indicated in an authoritative man- 
ner. It is the intention to study the 
Bible authoritatively, and the scholars 
who prepare the lessons, so far as I 
know anything about these men, are 
perfectly competent to give the real 
facts regarding any scriptural story. 

“I believe there ought to be graded 
studies in our Sunday schools. For in- 
stance, at present we are studying 
Paul's life. The little tots, from 5 to 7 
years old, are not competent to un- 
derstand the lessons as presented. There 
should be special preparation of the les- 
sons for the primary grades. 

“As to Sunday school committees be- 
ing afraid to teach what they call the 


simple story of the Bible, I think the 


New York minister is away off the 
track. The simple story of the Bible is 
exactly what we wish to teach, and the 
smaller children especially should - be 
taught it in language as simple as 
possible.’ | 

The Rev. Dr, W. F. Andrews, pastor 
of Cententary Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, is decidedly emphatic 
in his refutation of the statements at- 
tributed to Dr. McConnell.

“There is a form of radicalism in re- 
ligious thinking today that makes much 
of impossibilities and Dr. McConnell 
reems to have gone off on some such 
fad as that. A very dignified church 
could not occupy such an attitude, be- 
cause the next crank would want you 
ta change your religion three times a 
day. His whole criticism is unfounded.”’ 
The Compton Hill Congregationa) 
Church Sunday school discarded the 
regular lesson-leaf publications two 
years ago, according to the pastor, the 
Rev. Jacob E. Meeker, who says: 

“We are at least a quarter of a cen- 
tury behind the times in our methods of 
instructing children in religious truths. 
In our church we have adopted the 
“story-telling system as is in use in 
kindergarten schools. 

“We gave up the lesson leaf system 
not because of any inaccuracies taught 
in them, but for the reason that they 
preaehed at the children at all times.
